And be it further enatted by the aucthoꝛitie af oꝛelasd, that whenloeuer any perſon chu 
at au tyme hereafter be conuicted by bertue ol tag acte for any d etault oꝛ thynge men- 
tioned in typ3 acte, that then the lane perſonne ſhall not other wpſe oz eftſones be vered, 
troub:led, ſued, oz conuicted, fox the la ne defaulte axthpng, wherefoze he ſhall be ſocon⸗ 
upcted. ¶ Ind be it moꝛeouer enacted by thauctozptye afazeſapd, that pt any ſouldioure

thail at any tyme hereafter make ſale of his hozſe,harnes,and weapon, oz any ol them ton⸗ 
trary to the fourme of the layde ſtatute made in the laide ſeconde and thyꝛd peares of the 
lapde late kynge, that then not onelpe the lame Souldicur (ball incurre the penaltpes 
of that ſtatute, but allo the layde lale made by luche Souldiour to anye perſon oꝛ perſons 
znowing him to be a ſouldier, Pall be vopde and ok none effecte,agapnt hym oz them that 
founde oz ſet foꝛthe the layde hoꝛle, harnes, and weapon, oz any of them, to oz loʒ the fur- 
nyture ofſuche ſouldioz to ſerue wyth the lame. 

Pꝛoupded alwapes that no perſonne (ball be impeached oz trowbled foz any offence 
donecontrary to this act, onles pzeſentmtt oz ſute therofbe had,made,oz tak] wythin one 
peare next alter theoffence done,any thyng in thys act to the contrarytherof inany wyle 
notwypthſtandpnge. 

Pꝛoupded alwape and be it enacted by thauctoꝛitye afozeſayd, that tat any tyme 
hereafter it ſhall foꝛtune any perſon oz perſons afozeſaid, to be ſued oz impeached ko any 
fozfayture oz penaltye, foꝛ not hauyng, luſtepning, oꝛ kepyng luche furniture ofcozſelets 
tes,pykes,haquebuttes, oꝛ mozyang,as by this acte is befozelimyted, rated, and appoin⸗ 
ted, and fo his oz their excuſe and aunſwer ſhall alleage and pleade that the ſame furny⸗ 
ture ſo lackpnge, could not by hym oz them conueniently be hadde gotten oz pzouyded, fox 
want and lacke of the ſame within this realme, accoꝛdynge to the tenure and purpoxt of 
thys acte, the ſame matter of want and lacke as is atozeſayde, ſhalbe allowed, and taken 
foz a good and ſufficiente anſwere and bar re in the lawe, in caſe it be true, and pf the ſame 
be denped oꝛ trauerſed, that ther vpon an iſſue (ball be iopned, and that the tryall ſhall be of 
euerp luche iſſue onely had by the certificate to be made by the Loꝛde Chauncelloz, Lozde 
Trealurer, the Loꝛde pꝛelident of the Councell, the Lozde Steward of the Kynges and 
Quenes moſte honotable houleholde, the Lozde Pꝛiuie Seale, the Lozde Admirall, and 
the loꝛde Chamberlaine of the ſapd houlehold, oz by thze ofthem, in wꝛyting vnder theilt 
teale 8. oꝛ the leales of thieeofthem, thys pꝛelent acte, oʒ any ſtatutt lawe oz vſage heretos 
fore had to the contrary notwithſtandyng. 

Pꝛoupded alſo and be it enacted by thaucthozitte atozeſapd,that no perſon oꝛ perſons 
chargeable by vertue of thys acte,to oz foꝛ the fpndpng oz haupng of any hoſe, geldpng, 
armoure,weapon.oz furniture fo2 the warreas is afozcſayd,ſhalbe charged with 5 lame, 
oꝛ with anyofthem both, foꝛ his manozs, houſes,landes, meadowes,paſtures à woodes, 
and alſo fox his goodes, cat tels, fermes, leales, coppholdes, rentes annuities. 

Pꝛouyded allo and be it further enacted by thaucthozitie afozcſaid þ this acte oꝛ any 
thing therein tõtep ned, wal not in any wiſe extend oꝛ be adiudged, oz interpꝛeted to abꝛo 
gate, repeale, oꝛ make vopd, any part, ſentence, matter, clauſe, article, oz thing conte pned, 
oz ſpecifyed in the ſtatute, made in the. xxx ii.peare ofthe raygne of the late noble Pꝛince 
of woꝛthy me moꝛ pe kyng Henry the .vitt. fox oꝛ concernyng the hauyng of longe bowes, 
and arrowes,and the vſing,ozder,exercyſyng,and mayntenaunte ol archerp, and Hoting 
in long bowes but that the ſame ſtatute and euer? article claule, ſentence and thing ther⸗ 
in contcyned and ſpecified, touching, oz in anp wyſe concernyng the haupng ol logbowes, 
ar rowes, vlyng, oꝛder, exerciling, oꝛ maintenaunce of archerp, and ſhoting in long bowes, 
ſhal ſtande and remayne in fozce, and be oblerued perlourmed, and zept, accozding to the 
tenure cffect and true meanynge of the ſayd acte, bppon the papnes contepned in $ lame, 
aS this acte had not bene had ne made, thys pꝛeſent acte 02 anp thynge therin contepned 
to the contrary in any wyle notwithſtandpng. 

Pꝛoupded alſo that pf it (ball foʒtune the lapde furnyture of Armoure afozeſayde, oꝛ 
any parte therof, at any tyme hereafter to be loſt oz ſpent in any ſerupce of defence of thys 
tealme, oz elleg the hoꝛſſe g, oꝛ geldynges afozeſayde, to be kylled oz dyſtroped, oz elles by 


ſome other occaſion to be dead, that in ſuch caſe oz cales, no perſon 02 perfong, (balbe chars 
ged with anpfozfepture oz penaltpe afoꝛeſapd, foʒ not hauynge ſuch quantitpe oʒ number 
of armoure, hozſes oꝛ geldinges, as is afozeſayd,ſo that he oz they within one pere next af 
ter luch loſle oz want, do ſupplye the lame agapne in all pointes, accoꝛding to the true mea 
nynge and purpoꝛt ol thys acte, any thing in the lame act to the contrary therofnotwith- 
ſtendyng. 

P2ouyded alſo that the want ok any gauntlet oz gaunticttes,fl;all not be deamed, ac? 
compted , oz taken koꝛ anye lacke oz want offurneiture fozacozſelct,any wozdes bekoze ex 
p:eifcd ſoundpng to the contrary notwithſtandyng. 

1320uyded alſo and be it enacted by thaucthoꝛit ie afozeſayd, that euery perſon and per 
lonnes charged with the finding of any haquebut, and his oz their leruaunte o2ſeruaunts 
{a!l and may exerciſe and vle ſbotynge in the ſame haquebut at ſuch martzes as are limit 
ted and appoynted by the ſtatute made in the. xxriii.peare of the taygne of kyng Henrye 
the eyght, oꝛ at their owne pꝛoper games, ſo that they carry not, 02 ble not the ſame ha- 
quebut, in anp hygh waye, vnleſſe it be comyng oꝛ goyng to oz from the muſters, oz mars 
chynge towardes oꝛ from the ſerupte of defence of the realme, any claule oz article inthe 
ſayde acte of the. rxxiii.peare, to the contrary notwith ſtandpng. 

Pꝛoupded alwapes that thys acte ne any thynge ther in contepned, hal extende to 
charge any perſon oz perſons, dwellyng oz abydyng within the Countries of Noꝛthwa⸗ 
les, and Southwales, and wythin the County Palentine of Lancaſter, and Cheſter, oz 
eyther of them, with the fpndynge oz hauynge of anye haquebut, but that they and euerpe 
ok them, ſhal and mape at their wil, libert ye, and plealure, haue and kepe, in ſtede and place 
of euer haquebut, charged bythis acte, one longe bowe, ⁊ one ſhefe of arrowes, ouer and 
beſides luche other armoure and munition as is by the lawes of thys realme limpted and 
appopnted, any thynge in this acte to the contrary notwpthſtandynge. | 

Pꝛoupded alwapis that the Lozde Chaunceloz of England, oz keper ofthe greate 
Seale fo: the tyme beinge, ſhall and mape from tyme to tyme by vertue ofthe kynge and 
Quenes hyghnes Commiſſion, name, aſſigne,and appoynte Tommyſſioners,in euery Ci⸗ 
tye,Bozoughe,and towne coxpozate, wherein ther be Juſtices of the peace, aſwel in Eng⸗ 
lande as in ales, ſo many of the ſame Juſtices of Peate, wyth ſuche end as manye other 
perſons to be iopned wyth them dwelling out of the laid Citpes, Bozoughes,and townes 
Coxpozate, as he oz they ball, thinke mete, to take vewe of armoure in euerpe of the ſame 
Cities, Boꝛoughes, and townes Coꝛpozate, accoꝛding to this pꝛeſente acte, and alſo to aſs 
ſpgne what harnes and ar moure ſhalbe pꝛouided and kepte by the inhabitauntes of euerp 
ſuch Cit ie, Bozoughe, and towne Cozpozate as is afozeſaid.accogding to this pꝛeſent acte.
